I noticed that some appliances now 


have an "Energy Efficiency Ratio" 
listed on the instruction tags. What does 
this mean? Also, which household 
appliance uses the most energy? 


The Energy Efficiency Ration (EER) 


is a numerical value obtained by testing 
devices 
such 
as air conditioning 


systems and major appliances. In 
essence, the number tells you how 
much energy you will have to put into 
the appliance in relation to what you get 
out. The higher the ratio, the more 
efficient the device. 


Figures compiled by the American 


Society of Heating, Refrigerating, and 
Air-Conditioning Engineers in Austin 
indicate that competitive brands of air 
conditioning systems differ widely in 
efficiency, with some rating less than 
four while others rate as high as nine. 
The higher the efficiency, the cheaper 
the device will be to operate. 


The hot water heater contributes 


more to the average electric bill than 
any other home device. Studies show 
that a family using 70 gallons of water a 
day will use about 505 killowwatt hours 
of electricity per month to heat that 
water to ISO-degrees (or about 2,600 
cubic feet of natural gas a month, if it is 
a gas unit.) 


Running a distant second is home 


lighting, which is estimated at an 
average of 250 killowatt hours per 
month. Third on the list is the 
refrigerator.w 
chich averages 140 


killowatt hours per month. 


There are a large number of big red 


ants at Collins Middle School, right out 
by the sidewalk where the youngsters 
play. Can the school do something 
about these before some child gets 
badly hurt by them? 


Supt. Mark Culwell said he was 


unaware of the ants, but that he would 
have school personnel check into the 
situation immediately and do whatever 
they need to eliminate the ants. 


The district currently has a man 


inspecting each campus and facility to 
determine where the district needs to 
exterminate 
before 
school 
opens, 


Culwell said. Once the recommendation 
has been made, the district will procede 
with extermination at campuses where 
needed. 


That was one of the priorities of the 


Capital Improvement Committee when 
it inspected school campuses some 
months back, Culwell noted. 


From what I've read on two different 


occasions in Action Line, it seems that 
the 
personal 
property 
tax 
on 


automobiles is legal. I've been paying 
this questionable tax for as long as I can 
remember, but I'm getting tired of 
some "big shots" in the small town 
where I live laughing at me for paying 
it. They tell me that the county cannot 
collect under any conditions. Just how 
many people has Tax assessor-collector 
Jerry Scott filed on for not paying this 
tax? Can I go by his office and see if 
some of these "big shots" are on that 
list? 


According to Tax Assessor-Collector 


Jerry Scott, there has never been a 
delinquent tax suit of this sort filed by 
the county since he has been in office. 


He says the county has filed in- 


terventions with the City of Corsicana 
and the Corsicana Independent School 
District. (An intervention is where the 
county joins a delinquent tax suit 
already filed by another tax agency in 
order for the county to get its share of 
the delinquent tax.) It has not initiated 
such suits itself, however. 


Citing an attorney general opinion 


(1956 N.S. 205), Scott emphasized that 
the tax is a legal tax. The Tax Assessor- 
Collector's duty is to assess and place a 
tax on automobiles, according to that 
ruling. 


But if there were a list of suits filed, 


you could go and look at it, since the 
delinquent tax rolls are covered by the 
Open Records Act and therefore open to 
public scrutiny. 


I agree that students learn more in 


smaller classes—however, I would like 
to know at what Corsicana school Mr. 
Culwell found a fifth grade class of 18? I 
feel that the people of Corsicana have 
the misconception that all classes are 
small, and that is far from the truth— 
especially in the fifth grade. 


You are correct. Corsicana's 
fifth 


grade classes are among the largest 
elementary sections in the local 
schools. The story to which you refer 
incorrectly stated that the section held 
18 students. 
The section 
under 


discussion during the interview was 
actually a fourth grade class, not a fifth 
grade class. 


"The fifth grades are larger than we 


would like for them to be,"Culwell 
said. "Overall, our teacher-to-pupil« 
ratio has 
been reduced 
in the 


elementary grades, and with the ex- 
ception of a few fifth grade sections and 
a few isolated classes, our class size is 
good." 


Culwell said the school board "has 


been very sensitive" to pupil-teacher 
ratios. 


But there is more to the problem than 


just hiring more teachers. Oftentimes, 
a particular school has no more 
classroom space in which to locate a 
new class to reduce the overall class 
size, Culwell said. 


And, frustrating to administrators, 


there are campuses that nave the room 
for additional classes but don't need 
them. But regulations governing 
district boundary lines for school at- 
tendance won't permit the shifting of 
classes from one school to another just 
to reduce class size.

Falcon plans building 
at Industrial Park

Falcon Business Forms announced this 


morning it will build a 25,000 square foot 
building on a five acre site in the Corsicana 
Industrial Foundation's 1-45 Industrial Park. 


The announcement was made at a press 


conference at the Chamber of Commerce by 
Embry Ferguson, chairman of the Corsicana 
Industrial Foundation (CIF) and Maurice 
Kirkpatrick, president of Falcon. Members of 
the Executive Committee of the CIF attended 
the conference. 


The site is located near the Burlington 


Railroad line and Highway 287, facing 1-45. 


Ferguson said the sale was the first out of 


the park 's 155 acres. The foundation pur- 
chased 143 acres in 1974 adjacent to the 12 
acres it already owned. 


"As you know we've had numerous 


problems," Ferguson said, 
"that we've 


overcome with the help of the First National 
Bank, State National Bank and the City of 
Corsicana." 


He added the park now has all utilities and 


the Falcon site will have the utilities it needs. 


Kirkpatrick said "The Corsicana Industrial 


Foundation needs to be congratulated for its 
forward thinking and planning. We at Falcon, 
started in Corsicana seven years ago with 
only eight employes and now we have 55. 


"Any industry depends on its people and 


we're pleased with the people of Corsicana 
and the surrounding area that have worked 
with us. We feel they contributed greatly to 
our growth," Kirkpatrick said. 


Ground breaking is expected to take place 


within the next two weeks and the building's 
completion is projected for November. 


Mayor Pro-tern Wayne Norris said the City 


of Corsicana "is pleased with any kind of 
growth. City Manager Dick Ballenger added 
that "from the city's point of view we are very 
pleased with any industry that expands with 
the city." 


Ballenger said the city will continue to 


extend all city services to the area. 


CIF board member Arthur J. Keeney said 


he felt the expansion of Falcon to the park 
should help attract other industries to the 
area. 


Ferguson said CIF plans to use Falcon's 


expansion in its advertising. "We feel this will 
help j ump things right off." 


Falcon Business Forms manufactures and 


prints custom-made business forms. Ex- 
pansion plans include the adding of a new 
press to the Industrial Park facility. 


Others attending the conference included 


Tom White, chairman of the Chamber In- 
dustrial Team; June Clark, president of First 
National Bank; and Rex Carpenter, executive 
director of the Chamber of Commerce.

School administrators were 


asked 
to bring a 
specific 


proposal to trustees next month 
for 
creating an "alternate 


school" for Corsicana students 
suspended from regular classes 
in the future. 


Supt. Mark Culwell outlined 


his thoughts on such a special 
assignments center at Monday 
night's board meeting, saying 
the program would consist of a 
high school level teacher and an 
elementary or middle school 
level teacher who would con- 
duct classes "in a highly 
structured 
atmosphere" for 


students expelled from regular 
classes. 


"First of all," Culwell said, 


"this would be good for our 
students. They would continue 
to be taught, they wouldn't be 
out on the street, and they 
wouldn't be laying around at 
home." 


CULWELL TOLD trustees 


that 
many 
troublesome 


students viewed suspension "as 
a reward," which diminishes 
the effectiveness of suspension 
as a disciplinary tool. 


High School Principal Gus 


Nelson 
told trustees 
that 


suspension 
"is 
the 
only 


leverage 
we have" with 


disciplinary problems, but in 
cases 
such 
as 
truancy 


suspension "plays right into 
their hands." Although em- 
phasizing that the first concern 
was providing those students 
with 
continuing instruction, 


administrators also noted that 
the new program would greatly 
diminish 
the 
prospects 
of 


lawsuits 
stemming 
from 
a 


student suspension and keep the 
district from losing state fun- 
ding, which is based on daily 
attendance figures. 


"From my end of this, from 


the legal end, it would be 
super," School Atty. Glenn Sodd 
told the board. 


Nelson told the board he had 


worked with such programs in 
the past, and that they have cut 
suspensions by about 85 per 
cent in some districts which 
maintain 
highly structured 


suspension classes. 


SODD WARNED the board 


that strict guidelines would 
have to be drafted to regulate 
when a student was sent to the 
alternate classes, guidelines 
similar to those used currently 
for 
suspending 
a student. 


Students, he said, would still be 
entitled to due process and a 


hearing if the student and his 
parents 
challenged 
the 


decision. 


Trustees generally favored 


the 
idea, 
which has been 


discussed in general terms at 
previous meetings. 


"We've talked about this for a 


long time," member 
Bill 


Harrison said. "I'd like to see us 
implement this even before we 
know what the legislature is 


going to do (about a state school 
finance bill.) 


"I'm 
very strong on it," 


member Mrs. Doris Gillen 
agreed. "I don't think sending 
these kids out in the street 
solves the problem." 


Member 
Maco 
Stewart 


questioned Culwell on how 
many students would be af- 
fected by the move. 


Safeway will 
double size

Work is set to begin this week on the remodeling and 22,581 


square foot expansion of the Safeway Store, according to store 
manager Benny Robinson. 


Robinson said the plans call for the finished store to have 


43,461 square feet of space and will then be the largest Safeway 
Store in the Dallas Division of the chain. 


The work will entail expansion on the north, south and west, 


side of the store. He added that the store will remain open while 
the remodeling is being done. 


THE JOB IS EXPECTED to take six months with completion 


set for Dec. 15. 


Included in the plans is the addition of several specialty 


departments, according to Robinson. A plant and fertilizer 
department, and gift and greeting card department are planned 
as well as a bakery and a specialty meat and cheese area. 


As a part of the plan, Robinson says, all new equipment will be 


put into the store to replace the existing equipment. Overland 
Construction of Richardson will do the work and, according to 
Robinson, will use mostly local labor. 


"I FEEL REAL FORTUNATE to come back to Corsicana, my 


home town. And I feel honored to bring this expansion to the 
citizens of Corsicana," Robinson says, "I'll continue to work for 
the citizens of Corsicana to bring them the best Safeway has to 
offer." 


As part of the remodeling the space between the aisles will be 


widened to seven feet and the number of aisles will be expanded 
from the present 13 to 29. This area will be split into two sec- 
tions. 


THE LARGEST SECTION will have aisles 66 feet long and the 


short section in the front of the store will be 21 feet long. 


The meat departmemntnt will be moved to the rear of the 


store and enlarged so the counter will be 72 feet long. The frozen 
meat section will be expanded to 32 feet. 


THE LOADING DOCK AREA will be enclosed to save energy 


and prevent rodents from getting into the store. Heat reclaiming 
equipment will be installed on the building to aid in saving 
energy. 


The present eight checkstands and two express lanes will 


remain with no increase planned. Above the front of the store a 
1,699 square foot mezzanine will be built for offices, restrooms, 
break areas and an employe lunch room. The area will have 
plate glass windows facing the inside of the store. 


ROBINSON HOPES THE NEW mezzanine area will help 


cutdown on the amount of shoplifting in the store. 


The produce area will remain on the same side of the store, 


but will also be enlarged to 72 feet long with three Y-shaped 
display cases. 


The parking area of the store will also be increased from the 


close to 110 parking spaces to about 215. 


Motion to drop Taylor charge denied

County Judge Rob Dunn ruled 


Monday that Jack Taylor can be 
charged for assault in County 
Court regardless of whether he 
has already 
been 
fined in 


Corsicana Municipal Court for 
disorderly conduct. 


Taylor, charged with .. Jack 


Youngblood In the Dec. 23 
assault of Leon Brewer, had 
argued 
through defense at- 


torney Don Nicholson that the 
county 
charges 
constituted 


double jeopardy—being tried 
twice for the same crime. 


Assistant District Attorney 


David 
Ralston, 
who 
was 


handling the prosecution argued 
that 
those 
were 
separate 


charges and not inclusive and 
Dunn agreed, ruling "I feel the 
cases are distinguishable." 


The court was also to hear a 


motion from Nicholson to get 
charges 
dropped 
against 


Youngblood because of a lack 
of evidence, but a mixup bet- 
ween 
witnesses 
forced 
the 


postponement of action on this 
m otion until Friday at 9 a.m. 


THE MIXUP occurred when 


Dunn told the witnesses at the 
conclusion 
of 
morning 


arguments on the hearing that 
any trial, if one were n eeded, 
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would not be until the latter part 
of August and that he was sure 
the 
witnesses 
would 
have 


"better things to do" than sit 
through the pretrial hearings. 


At that time, both lawyers 


had agreed they didn't need any 
more witnesses for the hearing 
on 
Taylor's 
motion, 
but 


Youngblood's motion had not 
come up for consideration. 


When this motion was con- 


sidered during the afternoon 
session, Nicholson began the 
hearing by asking for Brewer to 
take the witness stand. 


Ralston protested saying "It's 


my understanding the court 
released the witnesses," but 
Nicholson maintained that he 
had not released Brewer from 
the defense subpoena, saying he 
had made sure to put him under 
a separate sobpoena for defense 
purposes. 


Ralston offered to stipulate to 


certain evidence for Nicholson, 
but Nicholson said he wanted 
Brewer on the stand and when 
Ralston asked to "make a short 
presentation," Dunn stopped 
him because "You're not the 
proponent." 


DUNN RECESSED the hearing 
for 15 minutes to allow Ralstort 
to 
produce 
Brewer, 
but 


reconvened the hearing before 
-this time ran out and informed 


Nicholson that the state "can't 
find the witness and doesn't 
know where to start looking." 


Saying he could "understand 


(Nicholson's) 
necessity 
for 


wanting this witness," Dunn 
recessed 
the 
hearing until 


Friday. 


Dunn said he would also take 


up any other motions in the trial 
at that time. 


When Nicholson asked, "Can 


I depend on the sheriff or state's 
attorney" to produce Brewer, 


Ralston sarcastically answered 
"You can always depend on me, 
Nick." 


There was friction between 


the lawyers throughout the day. 


During the hearing on the 


motion for Taylor, Nicholson 
argued that since Taylor had 
already been found guilty in city 
court on the same incidents 
used in the State's indictment, 
he could not be tried again on 
another charge. 


Ralston 
argued 
that 
the 


assault 
and the 
disorderly 


conduct charges were not the 
same 
offense 
and 
that 


Nicholson had produced no 
evidence to show they were. 


NICHOLSON HAD already 


questioned City Court Clerk 
Joan Slaughter who told the 
court that she had written the 
disorderly 
conduct 
charge 


against Taylor when he ap- 
peared at city court Dec. 23 and 
told her that he had been in a 
fight and wanted to plead guilty 
and pay his fine. 


Police Chief Don Massey also 


testified that it is not unusual 
for people to turn themselves in 
to police authorities. 


Ralston's 
main 
points of 


contention were that the city 
court could not be considered a 
competent 
court 
unless 


presided over by the city judge; 
the distinguishability of the 
disorderly conduct and assault 
charges and the fact that Taylor 
had "instigated 
his own con- 


viction" to a lesser charge to 
avoid prosecution. 


Ralston referred to a case 


where a man had used a guilty 
plea in one court in hopes of 
barring prosecution in another, 
but Nicholson showed that this 
case involved a man pleading 
guilty to a lesser charge after he 
had been charged with an 


earlier offense. 


Nicholson noted that Taylor- 


had pled guilty in city court on 
Dec. 23 and that no State 
charges were filed until Jan. 6. 


Nicholson also argued that 


the case Ralston was using to 
argue 
against 
his 
double 


jeopardy position was "clearly 
distinguishable" 
from 
the 


Taylor case. 


Ralston's case, according to 


Nicholson, involved a man who 
was 
charged 
with 
affray 


(fighting in public) in con- 
nection with one altercation 
with another man and later 
charged 
with 
aggravated 


assault 
stemming 
from 
a 


separate attack on the same 
man. 


These were two separate and 


distinct 
crimes 
and 
fully 


deserving 
of two 
charges, 


Nicholson 
said, 
whereas 


Taylor's charges were both 
connected to "only one tran- 
saction." 


TO 
SUPPORT 
his 
case, 


Nicholson cited the Bernard 
case in Texas law where a man 
had a wreck and was given a 
ticket for not having a driver's 
license. The man, Bernard, paid 
his fine. The State, however, 
learned that Bernard's license 
had been revoked and then 
charged him with driving with a 
suspended license. He was then 
convicted on this charge but the 
case was turned over on appeal 
because of the double jeopardy 
provisions of both the U.S. and 
Txas Constitutiohs. 


Nicholson's argument cen- 


tered around the State's ability 
to "carve" only one charge out 
of one incident, and he also cited 
a ruling on a Florida case to 
back his position. 


Ralston, on the other hand, 


argued that the charges were 
different and that the different 


charges constituted 
different 


cases 
and double 
jeopardy 


therefore did not apply. 


Citing the 1844 Sadler case, 


Ralston said that this case 
showed a man being charged 
with affray as distinguishable 
crimes. 


DUNN AGREED and ruled in 


favor of having the trial. 


The fireworks in the case 


started early when Nicholson 
and Ralston got into a brief 
argument during the docket call 
over whether they were present 
for the trial or solely a hearing 
on the motions for dismissal. 


When Dunn asked Nicholson 


if he were ready for trial, 
Nicholson said he was ready for 
the hearing, but did not an- 
nounce ready for the trial. 


Ralston 
challenged 
this, 


saying the time had come for an 
announcement for the trial. 


Nicholson replied that if his 


motions were denied, he had 
others he planned to file. 


THE 
ATTORNEYS 
then 


argued over the reason why the 
trial-hearing had been passed 
from the May docket. 


Nicholson said the delay was 


sought 
by Ralston 
so 
the 


prosecution could have more 
time to answer the motions 
Nicholson had filed three days 
prior to the docket call. 


Ralston said that Nicholson 


had made an oral motion for a 
continuance, 
which is what 


Dunn said his last month's 
docket sheet said. 


After Nicholson reiterated his 


position, Ralston called it "the 
most preposterous fabrication 
I've ever heard." 


Dunn told the attorneys that 


he didn't 
foresee the case 


coming to trial this week, at 
which 
time 
Nicholson 
an- 


nounced he wanted a jury trial 


and would need additional time 
to file other motions. 


Ralston 
then 
challenged 


Nicholson's right to file motions 
after the initial call saying the 
former judge's actions did not 
follow "proper procedure." 


NICHOLSON SAID the filing 


of motions at any time during a 
case was "appropriate in every 
other court in the state" and 
didn't see why it wouldn't be in 
this case. 


Dunn than asked Nicholson 


again if he were ready for the 
trial, and when Nicholson again 
answered he was ready for the 
hearing, Dunn informed him he 
was marking him ready for the 
trial. 


After the docket call, Dunn 


began 
consideration 
of 


Nicholson's first two motions 
and the attorneys again battled 
back and forth on even the 
smallest point. 


In fact, when the hearing 


began with Ralston agreeing to 
the defense motion for a court 
reporter, Ralston said "This 
may be the last time I say this, 
but 
the state has 
no ob- 


jection..." 


When 
Ralston 
told Dunn 


during the swearing in of wit- 
nesses, that he had "a number 
of witnesses on standby by their 
phones." 
Nicholson 
objected 


that this could jeopardize any of 
their testimony should the rule 
be invoked to prohibit witnesses 
from 
conversing 
with 
one 


another about the case. 


RALSTON 
SAID 
that 
he 


didn't intend to invoke the rule 
and Nicholson proceeded with 
the motion calling the charges 
against Taylor double jeopardy. 


When 
Nicholson 
began 


reviewing his motion, Ralston 
objected, 
saying 
the 
in- 


formation Nicholson was going 
over should be introduced by a 
witness. 


Nicholson answered that all of 


the information was already in 
his motion and that the facts 
were "not controverted at this 
point."

Hospital approves new contract 
for emergency room services

Twenty-four hour emergency 


room physician coverage at 
Navarro 
County 
Memorial 


Hospital was assured Thursday 
night when the hospital board 
approved a contract with Dr. 
KalShwarts. 


The new contract will replace 


the present coverage provided 
by Emergency Medical Con- 
sultants of Dallas (EMC) which 
will be terminated at the end of 
July. 


The hospital board voted a 60- 


day cancellation notice of the 
EMC contract at its May 19 
meeting because of a low rate of 
payment 
collections 
for 


emergency room treatment. 


According to Hospital Ad- 


ministrator Gene Barron, the 
new agreement with Shwarts 
"is a much better deal finan- 
cially" for the hospital than the 
agreement with EMC. The new 
contract calls for Shwarts to 
supervise the staffing of the 
emergency room for a flat fee of 
$1,000 month. Shwarts would 
have employe status with all the 
benefits available. 


The group supervised 
by 


Shwarts would be paid $20 an 
hour guaranteed minimum, or 
62.5 per cent of adjusted gross, 
after Medicare and Medicade 
deductions, 
whichever 
is 


greater. 


The hospital would then keep 


all funds collected up to 74.5 per 
cent to cover most of the ex- 
pense involved in collections. 
According to the contract, any 
collections above the 74.5 per 
cent would be split between the 
hospital and Shwarts' group. 
The split calls for the hospital to 
get 25 per cent and the doctors 
75 per cent. 


The contract goes into effect 


Aug. 1 with the same provision 
for a 60-day notice of can- 
cellation. 


According to Shwarts, who 


currently is the director of the 
emergency service, hi* goal 
under the program will be to 
provide four full-time 
local

Friday night that the meeting in 
which McClinton was fired was 
illegal because sufficient notice 
of the meeting had not been 
given. 


THE COUNCIL, McClinton 


and the city attorney, Steve 
Kan/anes, went into executive 
session for 30 minutes at the 
start of Friday . 'ght's meeting 
to discuss McClinton's firing. 


After reconvening into open 


session, Anderson said that "we 
went into executive session to 
discuss the employment of City 
Manager Dub McClinton. We 
carried our lawyer, Mr. Kan- 
zanes, with us. They said the 
meetings we had had last week 
were for the most part illegal, 
so we're going to void the 
minutes of all those meetings so 
they won't be read. 


"And it was with the approval 


of the whole council that George 
W. 
McClinton 
is our 
city 


manager," said Anderson. 


MCCLINTON SAID "i don't 


have anything to say except

McClinton had told the Sun

We aired our views, 
our differences, and decided

Henderson. "We've 
got an 


explosive situation in this town 
and 
I don't think there's 


anything we need to do to add to 
it.

Communications satellites are changing the world 


WASHINGTON (AP) - From 


the frozen wastelands of the far 
north to remote jungle islands, 
the world is being drawn closer 
together by communications 
satellites. 


Telephones 
and 
television 


sets 
are 
sprouting 
where 


they've never been seen before. 
Billions of people can simulta- 
neously watch live a single 
event, such as the Olympics or 
men walking on the moon. 


Financial, medical, computer 


and other data 
is flashing 


across continents and oceans in 
seconds. 


In the last decade these elec- 


tronic payloads have blossomed 
into the first major commercial 
application of the space age. 
And they have spawned a space 
race of their own — for the mil- 
lions of dollars 
in revenue 


available to companies which 
own the orbiting switchboards. 


Yet new systems are being 


established across the globe, 
and owners of existing net- 
works are planning significant 
additions. 


Echo 1, the giant aluminum 


ball, started it all in 1960, when 
it soared into orbit and radio 
signals were bounced off its 
gleaming skin. Few realized its 
potential then, but Echo was 
the first tiny research seed of 
what has grown into the flou- 
rishing space communications 
industry of the 1970s. 


Less than a year after Echo 


was launched, President John 
F. Kennedy invited the world 
"to participate in a commu- 
nications satellite system in the 
interest of world peace and 
closer brotherhood among peo- 
ples throughout the world." 


Congress responded by au- 


thorizing formation of a private 
corporation to carry out the na- 
tion's interest in commercial 
satellite communications. Thus, 
the Communications Satellite 
Corp. (Comsat) was formed in 
1963. A year later it joined with 
communications entities of 10 
other nations to form the Inter- 
national 
Telecommunications 


Satellite 
Organization (In- 


telsat). 


In 1965, this 
organization 


launched the world's first com- 
mercial satellite, Intelsat 1, 
known as "Early Bird." It es- 
tablished 
a space 
commu- 


nications link between 
the 


United States and Europe. 


Today the Intelsat system 


spans the globe. The 11 original 
member nations have grown to 
95. Early Bird has been sup- 
planted by nine larger, more 
powerful satellites operating 
with 150 earth stations. The 
system carries more than 9,000 
fulltime simultaneous two-way 
telephone conversations, tele- 
vision and telex, data and fac- 
simile traffic. 


And Intelsat is meeting its fi- 


nancial goal of 14 per cent re- 
turn on invested capital. 


What makes communications . 


satellites so effective is the 
unique position of their signal 
relays. When placed in orbit 
22,300 miles above the equator, 
a satellite moves in synchro- 
nization with the planet, mak- 
ing its circuit in exactly the 
time required for a full earth 
rotation. That keeps the pay- 
load stationary with respect to 
any point on earth. 


And because such satellites 


are so high, it takes only three 
of them, evenly spaced around 
the equator, to be within con- 
stant view of any place on 
earth except the areas around 
the two poles. 


To send a message over con- 


ventional land lines or micro- 
wave requires a repeater or 
amplifier every 30 milr or so. 
But it takes only one a. . afica- 
tion to send a message from a 
transmitter anywhere within a 
satellite's covering range to a 
receiving station at any other 
point. It costs no more to 
bounce somethir" off a satellite 
22,300 miles aw 
han one that 


is two miles away. 


Early Bird touched off a rate 


war 
with 
the 
international 


cable industry that changed the 
economics 
of 
long-distance 


communications. When the sat- 
ellite was launched in 1965, it 
added 240 transatlantic voice 
circuits to the 522 then carried 
by underwater cable. Within a 
year, transatlantic phone rates 
dropped 20 per cent. 


Since then, more underwater 


cables have been laid and more 
satellites launched, so there are 
now nearly 13,000 transatlantic 
voice circuits, almost evenly di- 
vided between cable and satel- 
lite. And transatlantic phone 
rates are about half what they 
were in pre-satellite days. 


A three-minute cable tele- 


phone call between New York 
and Ixindon before Early Bird 
cost $12. The tariff today is $5. 
In 1965, the charge for one hour 
of prime time color television 
via the satellite was $22,350. 
The cost today is $5,100. Com- 
sat's annual charge to U.S. car- 
riers for a voice-grade half cir- 
cuit to Europe has dropped in 
the same period from $32,000 to 
$7,380. 


When a new advanced series 


of Intelsat satellites is launched 
starting in 1979, the price is ex- 
pected to fall even lower. 


Cables have an advantage in 


that their anticipated lifetime is 
at least 25 years, compared 
with .seven for an Intelsat. But 


laying a transatlantic cable is 
considerably more expensive 
than launching a satellite. 


It is costing 17 nations $191 


million to lay a sixth cable, 
carrying 4,000 circuits, between 
the United States and Europe. 
It costs Intelsat about $49 mil- 
lion to orbit a satellite carrying 
6,600 circuits. Technological im- 
provements are expected to ex- 
tend the life of later payloads. 


While Intelsat has formed a 


global network, several coun- 
tries have established their own 
domestic 
satellite 
systems, 


commonly called domsats, for 
communications within national 
borders. 


Canada was the first, launch- 


ing its Anik (Eskimo for broth- 
er) satellite in 1972, and for the 
first time isolated 
villages, 


some north of the Arctic Circle, 
received telephone and tele- 
vision service. 


The Soviet Union has a dom- 


sat system called Molniya and 
several private U.S. companies 
have started competitive sys- 
tems. 


The Canadian satellite was 


built by U.S. companies, RCA 
and Hughes, and were launched 
by the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. 


In 1972, after five years of 


government studies and regu- 
latory rulings, the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 


adopted an "open skies" policy 
on U.S. domsats. The FCC said 
any U.S. company that could 
prove its financial and techni- 
cal capability could put up a 
satellite if it were in the public 
interest. Many U.S. companies 
scrambled to get on the band- 


wagon. 


Western Union was the first, 


inaugurating service with its 
Westar satellites in 1974. RCA 
followed with a Satcom satellite 
in 1975, and ComsatKGeneral 
jumped in with the Comstar 
system in 1976, leasing circuits 
to American Telephone and 
Telegraph and General Tele- 
phone and Electronics. Comsat 
General also orbited two Mari- 
sat satellites for a system it 
leases to the U.S. Navy and 
commercial 
ships, 
allowing 


them telephone service to the 


U.S. from anywhere at sea. 


The companies pay NASA to 


launch the satellites. 


These U.S. systems provide 


73,400 two-way voice circuits. 
Another 14,400 circuits will be 
added in 1980 when Satellite 
Business Systems (BBS) orbits 
its first satellite. SBS is a con- 
sortium of International Busi- 
ness Machines, Aetna Casualty 
and Life and Comsat General. 


The signal from the SBS sat- 


ellites will be so strong that it 
can beam to relatively small 
antennas, less than 30 feet in 


diameter, that can be placed on 
building rooftops. Thus, SBS 
customers with enough traffic 
to justify their own antennas 
will be able to bypass the 
phone companies' connections 
to the nearest satellite ground 
station. 


An experimental NASA satel- 


lite, ATS-6, has demonstrated 
the last couple years the feasi- 
bility of this direct broadcast 
technique. That payload has 
been used to transmit medical 
and educational TV programs 
to remote areas of Appalachia, 


the 
Rocky Mountains and 


Alaska. 


U.S. 
domsats have created 


one new television network, 
Time Inc.'s Home Box Office 
subsidiary, which uses an RCA 
Satcom for a cable TV system. 
The Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting has applied to the 
FCC to put its national TV net 
on a Western Union satellite 
next year. 


Revenues from these com- 


mercial U.S. satellites are still 
small, with a 1977 estimate of 
about $50 million.

A former Corsicana Middle 


School coach has filed suit

In the suit filed Friday in 


District Court, John Roland 
Jones, who coached and taught 
at Drane Middle School, alleges 
that C.I.S.D. paid him $600 less 
in 1976-77 than they had agreed 
to pay him. 


Jones is suing the district for 


$1,850 "that he has lost by in- 
ducement into transaction, 
together with reasonable fees, 
cost of court, and exemplary 
damages," according to the 
petition.

litigation for more than an hour 
last night, there was no public 
comment on that closed door 
session. 


The suit also states that Jones 


never received a contract for

County Commissioner Clint Bell said he 


was "taking the bull by the horns" when he 
made his motion Tuesday to raise the per- 
centage of value the county taxes by 80 per 
cent. 


The 
Daily Sun Tuesday 
incorrectly 


reported that the raise would only be 20 per 
cent. 


Bell, Commissioner Thomas Dyer, and 


County Judge Rob Dunn voted for the in- 
crease. Commissioners Billy Hargrove and 
R. J. Henderson voted against it. 


Although nothing was 
officially 
done, 


commissioners indicated that one of the main 
reasons for the increase was to give employes 
a 10 per cent pay raise. An estimated $110,000 
was needed for that 


IN MAKING the motion, Bell interrupted 


Dunn, who was asking the commissioners if 
they wanted to put off one more day making a 
decision. 


"We can't keep setting back day after day 


and doing nothing," Bell said before making a 
motion to raise the percentage of property 
values, on which county taxes 'are based, 
from 25 per cent to 45 per cent. 


"This should have been done gradually, 


eased in slowly to ease the pain. We're all 
going to hurt. This way make me a one-term 
county commissioner, but I've looked for jobs 
before," Bell said.

What regulations govern who is paid 


the minimum wage now? Isn't it true 
that all employers after the first of this 
year are required to pay the minimum 
wage? 


No. According to Richard Fulmer, a 


complaince officer for the Dept. of 
Labor's Wage & Hour division, the 
change in the law which has apparently 
confused you is a change dealing with 
small retailers who are a part of a 
chain. 


Fulmer says that an individually- 


owned franchise outlet — such as a fast- 
food 
business — must 
now 
pay 


minimum wage regardless of the dollar 
volume of that outlet. Prior to the first 
of this year, those businesses were 
exempt from that requirement if their 
total volume was less than $250,000 a 
year. 


But an individual retailer with only 


one outlet who grosses less than 
$250,000 a year is not required by the 
federal 
government 
to 
pay 
the 


minimum wage. 


Can you tell me which is the most 


densly populated city in the world New 
York City or Mexico City? 


Neither, according to the United 


Nations' Population Division, which 
makes estimates of world population. 


According to that group Tokyo (in- 


cluding the Yokohama section) leads 
the world in population, with 17,317,000 
people in 1975. 


New York (including northeastern 


New Jersey) placed second with a 
population of 17,013,000. 


Mexico City was third with 10,942,000. 


Folks in town who have sprinkler 


systems for their yards are granted a 
special water rate, I understand. What 
about the people who water their lawns 
with a hose, are they to be granted a 
special rate, or is this to be a "double 
standard?" 


A sprinkler system does not qualify 


the owner for a special water rate, but a 
separate meter can now be installed on 
the sprinkler system to keep the water 
used 
by that system from 
being 


charged against the customer's sewer 
bill. 


That move was taken because sewer 


rates are based on the amount of water 
used by a customer. But water used by 
a sprinkler system does not go into the 
city's sewer system, and therefore does 
not have to be cleansed and purified at 
the sewage treatment plant. 


Customers with sprinkler systems 


must still pay the same rate for the 
water used by those systems. Cost for 
installing the special meter averages 
between $50 and $75. 


At my home, we have a driveway that 


adjoins our neighbor's drive. It makes a 
nice spot for the neighborhood kids to 
ride their skateboards. Now, I don't 
mind them riding'the skateboards on 
our drive, since they are well behaved 
and don't bother my family, but I have 
been told that I could be liable in the 
event one of the kids was injured on my 
drive. Is this true? 


There is never any guarantee that 


you won't be sued over an accident that 
occurs on your property, according to a 
local attorney contacted about this 
question. And, while it may not be a 
well-founded suit, it could still lead you 
to court. 


As you described the situation in 


general, the attorney said he would 
probably allow the kids to continue 
using his driveway. But, he cautioned, 
your decision should depend on the 
specifics of your case. 


And "every little detail" can affect 


such lawsuits, he added. If there was a 
rake left on the drive, for example, that 
might constitute a hazard, in the event 
of injury, and could strengthen a 
subsequent lawsuit. 


An Action Line answer, as you know, 


cannot constitute legal advice. We don't 
know all the specifics. But if you're 
concerned about the possibility, you 
might consider checking with an at- 
torney about your .specific case and get 
his opinion.

HARGROVE continually brought up the 


idea of reducing the amount of taxes paid into 
the Memorial Hospital Interest and Sinking 
fund. The rate for the Interest and Sinking 
fund is set at 12 cents. Before the meeting 
District 
Attorney Pat 
Batchelor 
told 


Hargrove, Bell and Dunn that he believed the 
commissioners are prohibited by law from 
changing that rate. 


All the commissioners except Hargrove 


seemed to be satisfied with Batchelor's 
opinion even though Batchelor reportedly 
said he would have to do more research to be 
sure. 


The new percentage 
will, according to 


Scott, bring in $1,095,580 in taxes, about 
$486,000 more than would be generated in 1977 
if the tax percentage had been left alone. 


THE NEW assessed valuation percentage 


will also add $103,471 to the Special Road Tax 
revenue bringing the total generated by that 
tax to $232,810 as compared to the $129,339 
that would have been generated under the old 
percentage. However, commissioners didn't 
take the road tax revenue into consideration. 
(See story below.) 


Over all the county will have a total of 


fl,328,390 to budget for fiscal 1978 plus 
whatever fines and fees that are due from 
county offices this year. 


Off and on during the meeting the court 


discussed the need for a reduction in county 
spending. Henderson repeated his stand from 
Monday's discussion that he felt the county 


must lead the way and show taxpayers that 
the "county can cut overhead expenses." 


Henderson took issue with Dunn's call for a 


reduction in precinct road and bridge budgets 
before other officeholders are cut. 


DUNN SAID he felt it was not fair to 


penalize officeholders who had kept their 
budget increases to a minimal, like County 
Clerk Clyve Riddels and District Clerk Bud 
Currington. 


The battle 'ines were drawn early in the 


meeting with Bell and Dunn arguing that even 
with a cut in expenditures the county would 
need more revenue. 


Bell said he had talked to several people 


since Monday and "the biggest percentage of 
them" would favor a tax increase over a cut 
in spending if the cut meant a decline in the 
quality of county roads. 


AUGUST WENUORF was asked by Dunn if 


he would like to contribute to the discussion of 
county 
taxes. 
Wendorf 
told 
the 
com- 


missioners that they must remember those 
taxpayers on fixed incomes. 


He added there is "an unfair renditioning of 


property on the tax rolls "and that" there is a 
lot of stuff not on the tax rolls at all and a lot 
not at fair market value." 


County Auditor Elbert Dossey told the 


commissioners when they were discussing 
the amount of revenue that could be brought 
in by an increase in percentage of assessment 
to 35 per cent of the property values that that 
figure "would not leave much of a cushion" 
for the county to rely on in emergencies. 


Bell said big expenditure items like 


replacing road equipment and whatever 
needs the county jail might require should be 
considered. Scott commented that any major 
expenditures on the jail might require a bond 
election to raise the money. Bell agreed, but 
added that the money is needed for some jail 
repairs now. 


THE ONLY mention during the four hours 


of discussion of a reappraisal of property 
values in the county came Monday when 
Julius Jacobs told the commissioner about a 
piece of property in the City of Corsicana, 
along W. 7th, that is valued on the tax rolls at 
$900 and recently sold for around $19,000. 


Jacobs said there was "definite need" for 


reappraisal especially on city property. 


After Tuesday's meeting, Dunn said that 


the county will have to "eventually" reap- 
praise property because values now are 
"ridiculous" and "absurd". 


Dunn was critical, following the 3-2 vote on 


the raise of Hargrove and Henderson's votes 
against the action. 


"I PERSONALLY resent you two com- 


missioners," he said, "who have enjoyed the 
increase of double your budget for the last 
five years and one of the major causes of this 
tax increase, Road and Bridge Departments, 
to get his money, and then turn around and 
vote against this and like Mr. Bell said, for 
politics, and then snicker all the way to the 
bank." 


Bell had told the court, after making his 


motion and after Hargrove stated that he was 
against any increase," This is what's going to 
be the bad problem. Some of us are going to 


have to take the heat and the others can go out 
and say I didn't go along with it and then go 
out and build his roads." 


Hargrove protested saying lie really wasn't 


against a raise all together but that a raise to 
ii5 per cent would be sufficient. He said the 
raise to 45 per cent would create a $200,000 
surplus. 


Dossey said he didn't see a huge surplus 


being created by tile increase. He said the 
raise would "maintain the status quo" of the 
county's cash balance as of Jan. 1, 1977 for 
Jan. 1, 1978. 


He explained that the county had $724,000 on 


hand to begin 1977 with and that the tax raise 
would only maintain that same kind of 
balance at the beginning of 1978. 


The auditor said the $486,000 in revenue the 


new taxes will bring in will be eaten up by the 
$127,000 budgeted deficit for 1977 and a 
possible 10 per cent salary increase for em- 
ployes. He said if the county keeps ex- 
penditures for 1978 at 1977 levels another 
$127,000 will be taken out of the additional 
revenue like the same amount is being ex- 
pended in 1977. 


HP: ADDED that this would leave the 


county around $100,000 for a "cushion", which 
he says "is not much on a million dollar 
budget." 


Dyer said that although he was not "in 


favor of raising taxes" he felt that county 
employes should be considered. 


"They are as important as state or city 


employes or anybody." Dyer said, adding he 
felt a pay raise was needed and that money 
was needed to keep equipment in good repair.

Point of law shuffled about in Youngblood hearing

Almost lost among the arguments between prosecuting and 


defense attorneys Friday, were the actual points on contention 
in the hearing on an unsuccessful motion to dismiss an assault 
charge against Jack Youngblood because of a lack of evidence. 


Assistant District Attorney David Ralston began the hearing 


by making a motion to deny the dismissal motion "as a matter 
of law," saying that courts do not have the authority to dismiss 
charges without a motion from the state's attorney on the 
subject, 


Ralston indicated the motion by defense attorney Don 


Nicholson might be a premature motion for an instructed 
aquittal, but said that as a motion to dismiss charges it was out 
of order. 


Ralston argued that the only way the defense could prove that 


there is no evidence against its client is to put "every individual 
in the world" on the witness stand. 


SUCH A MOTION would have the defense assuming 
the 


burden of proof of the state's case, Ralston said, adding that 
there is "no way for the defendant to sustain the burden of this 
particular motion." 


During his argument, Ralston said that such a motion could 


have two unfavorable effects upon the state's case. The state, he 
said, could either stand by and not present any evidence on the 
matter in which instance the defendant might be released 
because of a lack of evidence presented by the defense attorney. 


The other alternative, according to Ralston, would be for the 


state to present its evidence and thereby give the defense a 
preview of the actual trial, giving the defendant a chance to plan 
trial strategy. 


Nicholson took exception to Ralston's interpretation of the 


laws on which he based the prosecution's motion for dismissal. 


COUNTY JUDGE Rob Dunn told Nicholson he felt "you have 


a right to be heard" in regard to his motion, and later, when 
denying the defense motion for dismissal, Dunn deliberately 
stayed clear of ruling on the admissibility of a motion like that 
presented by Nicholson. 


Dunn did rule the defense motion premature, saying such a 


motion was in order at the conclusion of testimony in the actual 
trial. 


Once given the go ahead to present evidence for his motion, 


Nicholson called Leon Brewer, whom Youngblood is charged 
with assaulting, to the stand. 


Nicholson spent most of the first hour culling biographical 


information from Brewer over Ralston's repeated protests that 
such information could be more properly obtained through a 
deposition. Nicholson said he needed the information to 
determine how credible the witness was. 


Just prior to a 15 minute mid-morning recess, Nicholson 


directed the questioning to medical treatment Brewer said he 
had to receive as the result of a fight between him and Jack 
Taylor, who is charged with Youngblood in the assault on 
Brewer. 


AFTER RALSTON had succeeded getting an objection 


sustained and the medical questioning cut short, Ralston 
received Dunn's permission, over Nicholson's protests, to ad- 
dress Brewer and Brewer told the court that after the fight he 
felt pain. 


Ralston noted that "Pain constitutes bodily injury in this 


state." 


Nicholson had been arguing for a continuation of the medical 


line of questioning on the grounds that determining whether or 
not there was bodily injury was a central element in the case. 


Turning his attention to the Jan. 4 peace bond hearing that the 


Dec. 23 incident sparked, Nicholson, after some more verbal 
sparring with Ralston, got Brewer's testimony from that 
hearing admitted as evidence. 


Nicholson objected, though, when Ralston sought to get the 


entire transcript from the trial submitted into evidence, saying 
that Brewer was the only witness from the peace bond hearing 
that he could cross-examine at this time. 


DUNN ADMITTED 
the entire transcript, 
but 
told 


Nicholson he could "reserve the right of cross-examination" for 
those witnesses from the peace bond hearing not in court 
Friday. 


Nicholson continued protesting Dunn's ruling and then rested 


his presentation. 


Under questioning from Ralston, Brewer said he would 


change that part of his peace bond hearing testimony where he 
said he wasn't sure what Youngblood told Taylor prior to the 
Dec. 23 incident. 


During Friday's testimony, Brewer said he heard Youngblood 


tell Taylor "get him" but that then defense attorney Jimmy 
Morris intimidated him with his questioning, causing him to say 
he didn't understand what Youngblood said. 


Nicholson then began questioning Brewer about "testifying 


under oath to a fact that was not correct" and to the fact his 
testimony was "wrong then but right today." 


BREWER ANSWERED he had been intimidated and Ralston 


objected to the question, but Dunn asked Nicholson to rephrase 
the question since it had contained more than one question. 


Nicholson then asked court reporter Jim Russell to read 


Brewer the question as he, Nicholson, had presented it. 


But Russell, after a few minutes of searching through his 


notes couldn't find the question and Nicholson wondered 
whether the question were properly recorded or not. 


After more complaints about Russell's inability to find the 


question, Nicholson was told by Dunn to make his exception to 
that fact and rephrase the question. 


Nicholson then turned to meetings between Brewer and 


Ralston concerning the testimony Brewer was changing. 


BREWER SAID he had met with Ralston twice on the matter, 


the last time being Friday between 8 a.m. and 8:30 a.m. 


Nicholson further challenged Brewer's contention that he and 


Ralston had not gone over the peace bond hearing testimony 
item by item in order to decide how Brewer would testify. 


Ralston objected to this and Dunn cautioned Nicholson that 


he, Nicholson, knew the proper way to impeach a witness. 


The attorneys then released Brewer from the witness stand 


and Ralston called Nicholson to the stand for a stormy session of 
charges and countercharges between the lawyers. (See 
separate story.) 


After that exchange and Dunn's ruling against the dismissal 


motion, Dunn and Nicholson got into a brief argument over 
when the next hearing on pretrial motions would be held and 
which motions would be admissible at that time. 


NICHOLSON wanted the next hearing sooner than the Aug. 5 


date set by Dunn and objected, too, to Dunn's instructions to 
have all pretrial motions delivered to the court by July 18. 


Nicholson said that he wanted the next pre-trial hearing at the

NEIGHBORS ANSEL Brewer 


and Perry Bass both objected to 
the zoning change, both alleging 


that the second trailer was 
going to be used for rent pur- 
poses, a charge Mrs. Joles 
denied. 


It was the objections which 


led to the stipulation on the 
zoning causing it to revert to R- 
3 without the second mobile 
home permit once the hardship 
situation is resolved.

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Surprise Witness jor prosecution 
family reunion scene 


steady under cross examination

The surprise witness was a surprised defense attorney who 


was literally talking to himself before the morning was over as 
the hearing to dismiss an assault charge against Jack 
Youngblood took an unusual twist Friday morning. 


The motion to dismiss the charges was ultimately overruled, 


but the focus in the courtroom was upon the two attorneys, who 
seldom addressed each other on less than hostile terms. 


Assistant District Attorney David Ralston put defense at- 


torney Don Nicholson on the witness stand Friday morning after 
a line of questioning by Nicholson to Leon Brewer showed that 
Ralston and Brewer had gone over Brewer's proposed 
testimony that morning. 


County Judge Rob Dunn asked if Nicholson objected to taking 


the stand, but Nicholson replied that an attorney has the right to 
ask anyone in the state to take the stand, but reserved the right, 
as defense attorney, to object to any specific questions. 


THROUGH RALSTON'S questioning, Nicholson said that 


while an assistant district attorney for Dallas County, he had 
handled thousands of cases. 


When Ralston asked Nicholson if he had ever gone to trial 


"without discussing with your witnesses their testimony prior to 
the trial," Nicholson replied "No, I have not." 


Ralston concluded his questioning of the former district judge 


at this time and when Nicholson asked if he could conduct his 
cross-examination by making a statement, Ralston said "If he 
makes a statement your honor, we ask that it be in question and 
answer form?" 


"In other words," Nicholson asked, "I have to ask myself a 


question and then answer it?" 


With the people in the courtroom laughing, Nicholson 


proceeded with a courtroom version of the Jeopardy game 
show, asking himself "At any time during your career as an 
attorney, either as a prosecutor as a consulting attorney or as a 
trial attorney, have you ever insinuated or even suggested to a 
potential witness that you expected to rely upon for the trial of a 
case that he change any testimony he has given at a prior time 
in a court of law and properly recorded by a court reporter? " 


NICHOLSON, the witness, then replied to Nicholson the at- 


torney, "No, I have not." 


Nicholson then said his next question to himself would be if he 


ever intended to do so during his career as an attorney and said 
that his answer would be "No, I do not." 


When Nicholson remarked "I'm through cross-examining 


myself, judge," Ralston returned to the questioning, asking 
"Mr. Nicholson, you're not saying to this court or inferring by 
innuendo that the attorney for the state in this matter has 
suggested to this witness that he testify to something other than 
the truth?" 


When Nicholson began to answer that such an answer would 


require conjecture on his part, Ralston asked Dunn to make the 
witness "make a response to the question." 


When Ralston repeated the question, Nicholson told Dunn that 


he was objecting because such an answer would require a 
comment upon "what effect the prior testimony had on the 
court." 


SUCH TESTIMONY, Nicholson said, would be "strictly 


opinion testimony." 


Instructed by Dunn to answer the direct question, Nicholson 


said "My answer to the question, Mr. Ralston, is you can take it 
any way you see fit." 


Ralston renewed the questioning by asking "Is it your intent 


that I so take it that I have suggested that Leon Brewer tell 
anything but the truth on the witness stand9" 


Nicholson again told the prosecutor he could take it any way 


he saw fit. 


Dunn upheld Nicholson's answer when Ralston protested, 


saying "The answer may not be complete, but it is an answer ... 
We're getting into the areas of personalities." 


Ralston protested loudly, saying he regarded Nicholson's 


responses as having "a pretty serious implication, a pretty 
serious inference." that he "entitled to get straightened out." 


Ralston continued by saying he has "never told a witness what 


to testify to other than the truth." 


NICHOLSON, with the aid of the microphoned witness stand 


where he was still seated, drowned out Ralston with an objection 
that Ralston was "testifying" out of order and said if Ralston 
wanted to testify he could take the witness stand himself. 


Ralston said he was just trying to get an answer to his question 


at which point Dunn reiterated that the question had been an- 
swered. 


Ralston again asked if Nicholson were inferring that he had 


told Brewer how to testify, to which Nicholson replied this time 
that he didn't understand the question. 


Repeating the question, Ralston drew forth Nicholson's 


response that it was the same question that he had already 
answered and Dunn again sided with Nicholson. 


Nicholson then exploded that if Ralston wanted to make a 


complaint against him to take it to the bar's grievance com- 
mittee and Dunn again had to silence the attorneys before 
Ralston withdrew the question. 


THE TWO attorneys then made their final presentations prior 


to Dunn's ruling that a motion to dismiss the charges for a lack 
of evidence was a premature motion and one that should be 
considered after the presentation of testimony during an actual 
trial. 


As he had done during the hearing on another motion in this 


case Monday, Dunn had to stifle the badgering between the 
attorneys on several occasions, observing at one point that he 
believed "You two would find everything each other said ob- 
jectionable." 


Dunn also lost some patience with Nicholson in particular 


while the defense attorney was questioning Brewer, both over 
the tediousness of the biographical information Nicholson was 
seeking and by upholding Ralston's objection that Nicholson 
was "arguing with the witness."
